“ King’s Ale ”’ is one of absorbing interest 
to Dubliners. I gave a list yesterday of 
those who have bottles in their possession, 
and now Mr. Grattan, of Bray, tells me 
that he, too, has one, and would be pleasec 
to get in touch with other owners. He 
tells me that so far back as 1921 a bottle 
of this ale was sold for £94 in Kent, and 
wonders how high the present value of th» 
bottles stand. I do not like the look oi 
all this! There was Mr. Findlater, quietly 
attached to his original five bottles, keep- 
ing them as one keeps a favourite pipe. 
Then the Australians came. along, indi- 
cating that the Edwardian brew had 
found its way to the Antipodes. Now 
bottles are springing up all over the world, 
the original five become magnifred to 
eight, and soon we probably shall fin 
somebody offering a couple of dozen at 
£94 apiece! I should advise all owners 
to retain their bottles until the Hors. 
Show, when they will be able to command 
a more extensive market. 


Sir Barry Jackson. 


I hear that Sir Barry Jackson is not, 
after all, to retire completely from the 
direction of the Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre. For a time it was feared that 
the twenty-one years’ association with that 
fine venture was to come to an end very 
soon; but at a meeting held on Saturday 
last it was announced that this was not 
to be the case. In future Sir Barry will 
share not only in the direction of the 
theatre, but take responsibility for half 
any loss that may be incurred in the pro- 
ductions. There seems just a chance that 
Brinsley MacNamara’s fine play, 
“ Margaret Gillan,’’ will be presented at 
the Birmingham Repertory Theatre next 
season. Sir Barry Jackson has a high 
opinion of the play, and to have been 
selected by such an experienced man of the 
theatre as Sir Barry for the Casement 
Prize of the Irish Academy of Letters is 
commendation, indeed. Not only in 
England, but also in the United States, 
the opinion of Sir Barry Jackson will 
carry considerable weight, so. that it is 


quite on the cards that “ Margaret 
Gillan’ will be produced in America 
before the end of the year. It would 


almost certainly have been one of the plays 
staged in America by the Abbey Company 
during the forthcoming tour, but American 
interest in the play suggests early produc- 
tion by an American company. 


Irish Aviation Day. | 

Within the next few weeks an Trish avia- 
tion day: will be held in the Pheenix Park. 
There are no fewer than five separate com- 
mittees responsible for the organisation of 
the event. so that obviously nothing is 
being left to chance.

interesting programme has been arranged, 


and it is possible that a number of German 
airmen may come over in order to take part 
in it. The usual aerobatics and squadron 
exercises will be performed by the Air 
Corps. Anyone who:has ever seen a display 
of massed flying will admit that this is 
one of the most thrilling spectacles that the 
Machine Age has given us, There will be 
a mimic battle—anti-aircraft and machine 
guns versus high and low. flying aero-

When the ordinary events have been dis- 
posed of, a number of interesting '“' one- 
man shows ’’ will be staged. Lieutenant 
Tyson has promised to give a display of 
solo ‘‘ air-stunting,’’ and, if the hopes of 
the organisers are fulfilled, a German air- 
man will go up later in competition with 
him. An added attraction will be the 
presence of a member of Sir Alan Cobham’s 
circus, who will give an exhibition of 
parachute jumping. It is also possible that 
Mr. Gilmore will make descents at the same 
time. 


Gliding. 


In recent years the sport of gliding has 
been gaining greatly in popularity, due to 
its comparatively small cost, and to the 
fact that it requires no very spacious aero- 
dromes. Here, again, it may be possible 
to obtain a German gliding expert to give 
a display. The newly-formed Dublin 
Gliding @lub are also being approached, 
in the hope that Mr. Quirk will consent to 
fly as well. A comparison’ of the two 
techniques should prove interesting. An 
unusual event in displays of this nature 
will be an air race. If a good entry can 
be obtained it should be the high light 
of the day. 

I wonder how many people have seen 
the Hon. A. E. Guinness’s Autogiro in its 
numerous trips over Dublin? If they are 
anxious to see this strange machine at 
closer quarters, they will probably have 
the opportunity of doing so in the Park, 
as one of the organising committees are 
doing all they can to secure its attendance. 
As a final attraction Colonel Fitzmaurice’s 
Australian flight “plane also may be on 
view. Naturally enough, some of the 
events are not, as yet, quite definitely 
arranged, though it is certain that the 
eventual programme will be one of the 
most thrilling, as well as one of the most 
interesting, ever staged in Dublin. 


Saint ACary’s Abbeu. 


The recent discovery, in Swift’s row, of 
human skulls and pottery—supposed to be 
from the collection of Dr. Frazer, archeo- 
logist—again draws my attention to the 
site of Saint Mary's Abbey, which is 
perpetuated only in the name of a street 
leading to the Kish Market! Often I have 
wondered why nothing ever was done to 
preserve some remaining remnant of the 
fabric of the old establishment, which 
carried a history of stirring events from 
the ninth century down to the occasion 
when Lord Thomas Fitzgerald—‘ Silken 
Thomas ’’—acting upon the false report of 
his father’s arrest in London, flung down 
the Sword of State in the Chapter House, 
renounced: his allegiance and became an 
outlaw—actions which eventually cost him 
his life. “The old Chapter House was in a 
farr state of preservation within reeent 
years; but it, like the original founda- 
tions, now is merged in warehouse buildings 
around Meetinghouse lane. St. Mary’s, 
founded by the Benedictine Order and 
transferred to the Cistercians, is shown on 
Speed’s Map of Dublin (1610) as occupy- 
ing all the lands adjoining the north-east 
banks of the Liffey ; but he who would now 
trace the remains ot the Abbey must needs 
be a very keen antiquary. The site was 
located and carefully mapped out during 
the past century by a committee of experts 
sponsored by the Irish Times—their report 
is extant—and perhaps at some future 
time, when the surrounding properties be- 
come. uninhabitable, the foundations will 
be brought to light.

CRIMINAL LAW AMENDMENT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—-I have followed with deep interes! 
the correspondence in your columns on the 
new Criminal Law Amendment Bill. and it 


appears to me that most of your corresp< n 
dents have failed to see the wood for the 


trees “or the provisions which raise. the 
age of consent, and prescribe severe penalties 
ior outrages against idiot girls, I have 
nothing but approval On the eminently 


debatable point of contraceptives I. prefer to 
remain silent. What interests me. in fact. 
is not the bill itself, but the class of Jeeisla- 
tion of which it is a type, and the general 
condition of the country which, rightly or 


wrongly, has cailed such legislation into 
being. 
The fact is, sir, that the last ten years 


have been marked not only by an increasingly 
stringent enforcement of the laws against 
sexual immorality, but by a stern and, | 
think, engineered mobilisation of public 
opinion against it. What is the result? Tho 
Churches, social workers and the law agree 
that sexual vice, alike in its most noxious 
and in its normal forms, has gained an un 
ne sway within those ten years. 
legitimate births among the poorer sections 
of the populace are far more common than 
they used to be; cases of concealment of birth 
are becoming a regular feature of the law 
reports; the awful crime of infanticide is 
tragically prevalent. Can we resist the con- 
clusion that sémething more than coincidence 
is at work? There are people who. argue 
that the alarming spread of the liquor habit 
among American boys and girls had nothing 
to do with «prohibition ; but nobody + pays 
any.attention to them. Is it not at least a 
fair assumption that our efforts to impose 
virtue by Act of Parliament is producing 
exactly the same effect as prohibition in 
America—that our young people, constrained 
by the relentless pressure of our laws and 
by the cruelty of our public attitude towards 
sexual sinners, are being driven into a mood 
of defiance which eventually may mean in 
Ireland the abandonment of all restraint, the 
collapse of all law and all morality’? 

I do not suggest for an instant taat sin 
should go unpunished, but I do suggest that 
the law should hesitate before it assumes 
the powers which are more properly wielde:l 
by the Church and by the conscience. My 
countrymen have still the grace to he 
‘ashamed of their sins; but, as J. M. Synge 
a out thirty years ago in a play which 
las given widespread offence because of its 
essential truth, we have a lamentable in- 
clination to glory in our crimes against the 
law This is precisely what I fear will 
happen in Ireland if our ‘blue laws” 
attempt to trespass any ‘further on the 
sexual field: our young people will begin to 
glory in the commission of sexual sins if 
once they are elevated to the dignity of 
crimes. That this perverted view of human 
conduct really exists among. us 1s clear tron 
a barbarous case recently reported in your 
columns and mentioned in your leading 
article on the Criminal Law Amendment Bill, 

Law, after all, is merely a mirror of public 
sentiment, and, if it is a fact that the 
severity of our Government's outlook upon 
immorality has been largely responsible for 
its increase, we must look for the primal 
cause in public sentiment. One of the chief 
and saddest characteristics of our people 
to-day is its lack of charity, the virtue 
which lies at the basis of all Christian con- 
duct. We are loud-voiced and cruel in our 
condemnation of the lapses of others. A 
whole village in the West will turn its back 
on a young girl who is suspected of unchastity, 
Not all of those who condemn are hypocrites ; 
many of them are people of unblemished life, 
but all alike develop a uarshness and bitter- 
ness of judgment which. I venture to sug- 
gest, is more destructive of ;'e national 
character than any amount of wunchastity. 
The effect of this cruel judgment on the 
minds of the young must be damning. Shame 


is a noble sentiment, but terror is debasing 


and dehumanising. Conscions that she is. 
regarded as outlaw, the young girl who has 
ginned once and been found out, or 

sinned and fedrs that she must be suspected, 


- —— 


grows defiant through panic, loses all belief 
in the kindness of humanity, broods, and 
does one of three things—seeks sanctuary in 
the Union, kills her bebe, or runs away from 
home to the city streets. 

My remarks, sir, are disjointed, but the 
thesis which I would propound is as follows : 
(1) That the growth of vice among our young 
people is largely due to the cruelty and lac 
of charity among their elders towards any 
departure from the strict Jaw of chastity; 
(2) that if this cruelty and lack of charity 
are give1 the approval of the law, sin will 
be exalted into crime, and may become a 
matter of pride, and (3) that the only 
remedy against the growth of liceace is the 
growth of a new spirit of tolerance among 
the people of Ireland. 

I might add a forth consideratio2—that 
the lives of the ycurg Irish countryman and 
ecuntrywoman are so drab, so Jacking in 
colour and gaiety, as to drive them headlong 
into vice; but I have already trespassed too 
far upon your space.—Yours, etc..,

Now 
the ancient clarsach, which is known only as 
the State emblem of Saorstat Kireann, may 
come into its own again as the favourite 
instrument of the people, accompanying their 
songs, playing for their. dances. i 
The incursions of modern instruments and 
modern music considered apart, clarsach- 
playing has been hampered in the Free State 
within the past two or three generations 
by the fact that there is not in this country 
a man who can make a clarsach. The only 
person in Ireland who has made an Irish 
harp in recent years is a Belfastman. 


A SCOTTISH MAKER. 
New hopes have been aroused, however, 
by the arrival in Dublin thise week of a 
clarsach-maker who has been largely respon- 


Tos Gaelic harp, or ¢larsach, may once 
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sible for the revival of the clarsach's popu- 
larity in Scotland. He is Mr. H. B. Briggs, 


of Glasgow. 


He has brought with him four clarsachs 
which he has made himself. They are of,his 
own “ Dalriada ” design, and have a range 
of thirty-one full tones. They are but little 
different from the old “ Brian Boru ’’ harps. 
Three of them are on show in a Grafton 
street shop window. 

Yesterday an /rish Times reporter heard 
the clear, sweet notes of a clarsach played 
by Miss T. MacCormac, of Dublin. The im- 
pression was delightful as her fingers touched 
the strings in old “Irish folk-melodies, The 
tone strength was wonderfully varied, the 
quality excellent, and the lingering notes 
had an appeal that was as individual as it 
was pleasant. 


EASY TO PLAY. 

“The clarsacn is so easy to play,” said 
Miss MacCormic. “I know it would be 
popular everywhere to-day if musical people 
aly knew more of it. Now that clarsach- 
making has restarted. [ have no doubt that 
the national spirit will help in restoring the 
Irish national instrument to its former 
place.” : : 

“The clarsacn,” Mr. Briggs said, “‘came 
to Scotland from Ireland, perhaps a thousand 
years ago. It was for centuries regarded in 
Rcotland as the national instrument, and to- 
day many Scottish gaels would deny its Irish 
origin. When the bagpipes came, however, 
the piper gradually superseded the harpist in 
the courts of the Highland chieftains. Yet 
the clarsach tradition never completely. died 
out. 

‘‘About two years ago there was a great 
revival of interest in the clarsach among 
Scottish gaels. A society was formed to pro- 
mote its playing and to ‘interest all music- 
lovers in this most fascinating and historic 
instrument.” The Clarsach Society (Comunn 
na Clarsaich) now has almoat members, 
and the clarsach-making industry has been 
revived after a long interval. Men and 
women are learning to play, and, particularly 
in the rural districts, there is a great de- 
mand for the services of the few teachers 
available. 


AT THE CELTIC CONGRESS. 


“Now a number of prominent people in 
Dublin ard: other parts of Ireland have 
become interested.

lrish apprentice. i

Dr. D’Arcy Wentworth Thompson, Pro- 
fessor of Natural History in the University 
of St. Andrews, has attained scarcely. less 
eminence in the field of Letters than in that 
of Science: doctrinae im regionibus diver. 

He is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, is the author of

Moreover, he has been President of the 
Classical Association; has published.. an

The Most Rev. Charles F. D'Arcy. 


The Most Reverend. Charles Frederick 
D'Arcy, Archbishop oí Armagh and Primate 
of All Ireland, enjoys a distinction which 
must constitute something very like an 
ecclesiastical record in that he has presided 
over no fewer than five dioceses in succession : 
Emscoporum in ordine augusto viz unum hoc 
viro magia episcopalem inveneris, gui guingue 
deinceps dioeceses part fidelitate et auccessu 
adminstravit. He was first Science Scholar 
of his year, and no one has ever more worthily 
earned the proud title of Scholar of Trinity 
College, Dublir: inter scientiarum studiosos 
primus renuntiatus palmam prae ceteris in- 
signem reportavit. He has been Robertson 
Lecturer in Glasgow, twice Donnellan 
Lecturer, and on several occasions select 
preacher before most of our great. Universities. 
His philosophical and theological works are 
so numerous and so well known that it would 
be almost impossible, and quite superfluous, 
to enumerate them in detail. Suffice it to say 
that the general trend of his writings has 
been to show that the discoveries of modern 
science do but enhance our conception of God 
and confirm our faith. The Public Orator fitly

Dr. Jeremiah Denis Matthias Ford: 
vir de quo Uantabrigia T'ransatlantica sure 
optimo se tactat: is Professor. of French 
and Spanish at.Harvard, and has been Chair- 
man of the Department of - Romance 
Languages in that University since 1911. He 
is an honorary Docteur és . Lettres of 
Toulouse, a corresponding member of the 
Academies of Madrid and Barcelona, and has 
held almost every distinguished office , con- 
nected with the study of his subject in 
America: St opera omnia quibus hic sbi 
gloriam peperit, 81 munera apectosa quae 
procuravit fusius enarrare vellem, deficeret 
mihi, credo, dies.

The University of Dublin, said the Public 
Orator, has no greater happiness: than to 
bestow her Honorary Degree upon a repre- 
sentative of another Irish seat of learning :

Dr. William David Ross, who ia iy ellow 
of the British Academy, came up from Edin- 
burgh Yds Es Balliol College, Oxford. 
He afterwards ame a Fellow, more 
recently an Honorary Fellow, of Merton. In 
1902 he was elected Fellow of Oriel, and has 
been Provost of that College for the last 
five years. He was editor of the Oxford 
Translation of Aristotle, has himself trans- 
lated Aristotle’s Ethics and Metaphysics, and 
has published a learned edition of the last- 
named work as well as of the Metaphysics of 
Theophrastus.

I begin by advising glass’ jars and cellulose 
covers, so that you can gloat childishly over 
the heauty of your handiwork, and, also, but 
let this be between friends, take action if 
it shows signs of being less well ‘‘preserved’’ 
than preserves should be. 


TWO HINTS, 


However, patience, a good preserving pan 
and reliable recipes are three-quarters of your 
requirements, And prevention being better 
than cure, two tips may be useful :— 

(1) Prevent your jam from ''candying” by 
pouring it into jars as soon as it has finished 
hoiling, and tying it down at once. If you 
do this, it should keep in perfect condition 
for any length of time. 

(2) Make sure that your jam jells properly 
by boiling sufficiently. For raspberries, black 
currants, gooseberries and stone fruits allow 
hajf an hour to an hour after it reaches boiling 
point. Test on a saucer before turning into 
jars, 

For strawberries, blackberries, red currants 
and other soft juicy fruits, either use prepared 
pectin in the directed quantities or, if you 
object to this—as some people do—add a 
small cupful of small sago to each 6lbs. of 
fruit and sugar. The sago disappears in 
boiling, makes the jam thicker, brighter in 
colour, and also increases its food value, 

Now for recipes; first, “ stand-bys’’ of 
mixed fruit, which I recommend ' specially 
for family use :—. 


MIXED FRUIT PRESERVE. 


Take pears, plums and apples. Allow Llb. 
each of apples and pears to bhos. of plums. Oí 
sugar allow lb. to each lIlb, of fruit. 

repare the fruit in the usual way—core, 
slice and stone—and let it simmer in a jar 


hen add the sugar and boil in the preserving 
pan till its jells.

SOLVING A SOCIAL 
PROBLEM. 


Moving the second reading of the Housing 
(Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill, 
1934, 
The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT and PUBLIC HEALTH (Mr. O'Kellv) 
said that the unparalleled success of their 
housing programme was shown in the work 
accomplished. since the Act of 1932 became 
law. Since then 11,692 houses had actually 
been completed, 15,856 houses were in pro- 
ress, and 7,120 houses were about to .be 
one tenders having been accepted or in- 
vited for them. That made a total ef 34,648 
houses completed, in progress, or about 
to be begun. That was done in two 
years as compared with only | 26,000 
houses provided by . the previous 
administration, In addition to these houses, 
there were 5,555 houses, in respect of which 
lands had been acquired and plans ap- 
proved, and 6,744 houses: included in 
schemes at present being prepared. This 
made a total of 46,947 houses under pro- 
posals initiated during the past two years. 
The figures included the activities of local 
authorities, and were mentioned to show the 
work accomplished and in prospect by the 
Government. as, ora 
The present bill dealt mainly with the 
provision of houses by PoE gee persons and 
public utility societies. It had become neces- 
sary, because the £700,000 provided under 
the 1932 Act for the payments of grants 
under Section 5 of the Áct had: been ex- 
hausted in the allocations made to private 
persons and utility societies. Also the Act 
provided that houses built by private persons 
and utility societies must be completed by 
April 1st, 1935, to qualify for grants, The 
bill AE “ag to extend that date until Ist 
il, 1937, and to provide a further sum 
payment, of grants in

respéct of which grants had been allocated, 
about 75 per cent. were being provided by 
private persons and 25 per cent. by public 
utility societies. 

The bill proposed, as far as urban areas 
were concerned, to continue the cliding scale 
of grants introduced under the parent Act. 
The grant of £50 at present available would 
be continued in respect of houses completed 
up to ist April, 1936, but would be reduced 
to £45 in respect of houses completed on or 
after that date, but before 1st April, 1937. 
In rural areas the grants available under the 
parent Act would remain unaltered, but the 
| time for completion of houses would be ex- 
tended to lst April, 1957. 

Since the passing of the Act of 1932 con- 
siderable progress had been made in the 
development of the building materials in- 
dustry, and during the past two years the 
percentage of Saorstat materials used in the 
provision of the average house had been in- 
creased from about 30 per cent. to 45 per 
cent., and further increases were expected as 
the housing rrogramme developed. 

Building costs did not appe@rto have 
undergone. any substantial change during the 
past two years. An inquiry by the Prices 
Commission into the costs of building 
materials and appliances was in piOgress and 
the findings of, the Commission, were awaited. 


ANOTHER VIEW. 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., North Dublin) said 
that it should be remembered that of the 
houses built in the ten years of the previous 
Administration 2,000 were built up to 1924, 
when there was serious disturbance in the 
country, and when building costs were 
enormous. The State had to supply the 
local authorities with two-thirds of the cost 
of those houses. During the next eight years 
24,000 houses had been built. When they 
compared the work done by private persons 


in the rural areas in those . ieght 
vears—11,588 houses . built—with the 
number built by private persons in 


the last two years—1,267—they found that 
only one-ninth of the work had been done in 
the last two years that had been done in the 

revious eight years, 7 
: It was, Fe aaid, a remarkable thing that 
in the rural districts where, according to the 
Jast census, housing was good, such as in the 
County Wexford, the building of houses had

THE CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURES. 


On the Committee stage of the Control of 
Manufactures Bill, 1934, a number of amend- 
ments by the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce of a drafting character were agreed to. 

On. Section 16, which provides for. the 
restricting of manufacture of certain reserved 
commodities, 

Mr. J. M.O'SULLIV AN (U.I., Kerry) sug- 
gested that it would be advisable to leave to 
an expert committee the decision of questions 
relating to “ reserved ' commodities. 

Mr. LEMASS said that two decisions 
would have to be made. The first was a 
political decision—that a certain commodity 
shall be declared to be a “ reserved ” com- 
modity subject to the bill. The Executive 
Council would have to make that decision, but 
it would not be effective until ratified by the 
Dail. Another series of decisions would have 
to be made then as to the persons to whom 
licences would have to be issued to engage in 
the production of a “ reserved ’’ commodity. 
He did not contemplate that there would be 
competition: for those licences, The trouble 
would rather be to get some person to engage 
in the production. 7 

Professor O'SULLIV AN asked the Minister 
if he thought that that would save him from 
pressure: from an enterprising manufacturer 
who knew that the Daii had been turned 
into a mere machine for registering the 
Minister’s wishes. Pressure undoubtedly 
would. be brought to bear on the Minister, 
and he (Professor O'Sullivan) suggested that 
the primary decision in such a matter should 
be in the hands of some kind of independent 
commission of experts. 

Mr. DOCKRELL {U.I., Dublin Co.) said 
that: in one aspect he could see damage being 
done to Iri manufacturers. A foreign 
manulacturer might ask for an order to be 
allowed to manufacture a certain commodity 


as a reserved commodity and which was not’

FERMANAGH DECISION 
UPSET. 


The Court of Appeal, Northern Ireland 
(Lord Justices Andrews and Best), yesterday 
allowed the appeal of the Great Northern 
Railway Co (Ireland) against the order of 
the County Court Judge of Fermanagh, 
awarding £600 as compensation under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Acts to the de- 
pendants of John Robert Elliott. 

Elliott was a ganger in the company’s em- 
ployment. On August 22 last, when hedge- 
cutting, he cut his right thumb. It was a 
very small wound, and after treatment at 
home he remained at work until October 17.

Mr. Aiken, who has always evaded ques-

_ Professor Thrift is not numbered among 

e outstanding speakers of the House, 

it there are occasions when, under the

impulse of strong feeling, he strikes a 
stirring note; and this was such an occa- 
sion. He deplored, in vigorous terms, 
the fact that university representation 
had been degraded into a party issue, and 
reminded the Government that wider 
vision, as to what Ireland wanted, alone 
would solve the partition problem. 

‘This is a question,’’ he said, “ which 
involves the whole cvuntry—not the 
twenty-six counties, not Fianna Fail, but 
the whole of Ireland; and by this 
measure, and other such measures, they 
are condemning the twenty-six counties 
to isolation from the six counties, which 
it might have been in their power to put 
to an end.” 

Professor Alton, stirred likewise to un- 
usual eloquence, spoke from a sentimental 
angle of the part which Trinity College 
had played in the history of Ireland, and 
expressed his resentmert at an act which 
ostracised its graduates from the vital 
stream of national life. ‘‘ Fianna Fail,” 
he declared, wistfully, “had ideals which, 
though they might find it difficult to be- 
lieve, I shared. I hoped we might work 
together some day in breaking down the 
barriers and bridging the gulfs that exist 
at present in Ireland, But what you have 
done is something that will bring sus. 
picion and mistrust. This bill, I fear, 
will have far-reaching and destructive con- 
sequences.’’ 

Dr. Rowlette, the third of the Dublin 
University group, spoke in the same 
key, pointing out that the grievance of 
Trinity lay in the loss not of what it 
regarded as a safeguard, but as an oppor- 
tunity for its sons to give any service to 
the country which might be in their 
power. “‘The Dail is about to take a 
step,” he proclaimed earnestly, ‘‘ which 
will diminish-its value as a debating and 
legislative assembly, which will decrease 
its reputation in the world, and, perhaps 
more important, take away the last link 
in the unity of Ireland.”

ASHES KEPT TILL LIST IS 
PUBLISHED.

BERLIN, Thursday. 


T was learned to-day that the bodies 
of the 46 or 47 mien in ‘the secret 
second list of victims of Hitler’s drive 


against Nazi Party ‘‘traitors’’ were 
cremated three days ago. 
The ashes are being kept, and the 


anxious wives and mothers of missing men 
will be allowed to claim them when the 
list comes out to confirm their fears. So 
far no information is forthcoming as to 
what steps have been taken to ensure 
the correct identification of the dead men's 
ashes before they are handed over. 

Reuter was informed to-night that the 
list of the victims will eventually be pub- 
lished after all. Its issue was held back 
for a sixth time this evening. 

The cleaning up of the Storm Troops is 
being taken energetically in hand, and 
Reuter learns through good sources that 
at least 40 per cent., or about 1,000,000 
of the total strength of the Brown Army 
of two and a half million men, will be 
disbandeu. 

Each section J@ader is now examining 
the antecedents and political views of the 
men under him, and those who are not 
proved absolutely loyal to Hitler and in 
other respects reliable, will be dismissed. 

The very Jarge number of Storm 
Troopers who were formerly either 
Socialists or Communists will certainly 
have to go, and care will be taken that 
they do not have a chance to build up 
organisations of their own. 


FOREIGN NEWSPAPERS IN 
DEMAND. 


Hitler’s coup last week-end appears to 
have scared many intending British and 
American visitors, who are so badly 
needed to replenish Germany’s shrunken 
holdings of foreign exchange, that sweep- 
ing reductions in rail fares have been 
announced. 

It is virtually impossible to buy an 
English newspaper; for the few which 
reach Berlin are immediately bought by 
Germans anxious for outside views ol 
recent events. 

Dr. Goebbel’s Angriff has an attack 
to-night on Germans who support the 
foreign Press. ‘‘ Who wants foreign 
newspapers” runs the heading. The true 
answer at the moment would appear to be 
“ everybody.” The sale of Swiss news- 
papers, which are printed in German, has 
been forbidden. 

The shooting of three of the many 
prominent men rumoured dead at Munich 
is now confirmed. They are Herr von 
Kahr, former Dictator of Bavaria; 
General von Lossow, formerly of the 
Reichswehr, and Colonel Seisser, former 
Commander of Police. 

Hundreds of office workers passing 
Columbus House, the skyscraper block of 
offices in the centre of Berlin, this after- 
noon saw a young girl leap from the roof 
garden of the building with a scream, and 
crash on to the pavement 150 feet below. 
Up to to-night the girl had’ not been 
identified. 

Last Saturday Columbus House was 
closed by 8.8. men while the premises 
of a Nazi Party office in the building were 
being ransacked 

A thirty-five years old workman named 
Ernst Reutmann was sentenced by the 
Berlin Court to-day to five years’ im- 
prisonment for ‘having made “ insulting 
remarks ' about Adolf Hitler. 

It was rumoured here this evening that 
Cardinal Faulhaber, Archbishop of 
Munich, had been arrested. No confirma- 
tion whatever of the report has so far 
been obtainable, and, on the face of it, 
such a step would appear to be a most un- 
likely one, 


MORE MUNICH DEATHS,

MANAGER TO BE 
APPOINTED.

By Our Poir:TiíCarL CORREsSPONDENT, 
NDER ‘the new Limerick City 


Management Bill provision is made 
for the setting up of a City Council, with 
a Mayor, and the appointment of a City 
Manager and Town Clerk. Certain duties 
are reserved to the Council, and others of 
an executive nature will be performed by 
the City Manager and Town Clerk. Both 
are defined in the bill. | 

The following bodies are to be abolished : 
The vity Board of Health, the Committee 
of Management under the Tuberculosis 
Prevention Acts and the Gas Committee. 
Their functions are to be transferred to 
the Corporation. 

The first schedule sets out the pro- 
visions for the transfer of the property 
of the abolished bodies, their liabilities, 
contracts, by-laws, books, etc. Officers of 
these bodies are to become officers of the 
Corporation. 

The functions of the Limerick Union, 
so far as exercisable within the city, are 
to ve transferrc1 to the Corporation. 


FOUR ALDERMEN. 


The new Counci. of the city will con- 
sist of 15 members—4 Alderme. and 11 
Councillors. The existing Council con- 
sists of 8 Aldermen and 32 Councillors. 

A city election must be held (a) within 
three months after the passing o. the 
Act; (b) in the year in which a triennial 
election for th» Council of Limerick 
County is first held after the expiration 
of two years from the passing of the Act; 
and ‘c) in every third year subsequently. 


such election. : 

The Council shall elect a Mayor at their 
first meeting after every sand June. 

The manager may be appointed a mem- 
ber vi the Joint Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Limeric’ District Mental 
Hospital. 

The person appointed to be City 
Manager shall be known as the Limerick 
City Manager and Town Clerk. He shall 
perform the duties of the Corporation in 
relation to the appointment and removal 
of officers and servants of the Corporation, 
and shall perform other functions, except 
those reserved to the Council. , 


MANAGER’S APPOINTMENT. 


The City Manager’s appointment shall 
be made by the’ Council. Before the first 
appointment of Manager the Minister 
may, if he considers it expedient, appoint 
by an order a person to act as Manager 
until such appointment is made. Tho 
Manager shal! not be removed without the 
approval of the Minister. The Minister 
shall determine his remuneration. He 
will carry out all Jawful orders of the 
Council in relation to the exercise of the 
reserved functions. He shall have the 
right to attend meetings and take part in 
discussions, but without the right to vote. 
In the event of dispute between. the 
Council and the Manager the Minister 
shall decide.

A NEW JAPANESE

‘The Times, in the course of a leading 
article, to-day, says:—No Japanese crisis 1s 
solved without a summons to Prince Saion}}, 
the veteran statesman, to emerge from his 
retirement and give his advice on the 
political situation about which he is 
always kept closely informed. His recom- 
mendations seldom accord, with “public 
expectation, but they afe invariably 
adopted. Following the resignation of 
Viscount Saito last Tuesday, he recom- 
mended to the Emperor that Admira\ 
Okada should become Prime Minister. 
‘Admiral Okada received the Imperial com- 
mand to form a Ministry on Wednesday, 
and by last night had almost completed it. 
Prince Saionji’s advice was given after he 
had consulted with the leading statesmen 
of the day, and this system of nomination, 
peculiar to Japan, combines detachment 
of judgment with detailed information, 
and indifference to intrigues with full 
knowledge of them. 

Though every endeavour is made to keep 
politics out of the armed forces, their 
influence on policy, observes The Times, 
is very great. Admiral Okada is regarded 
as a disciple of the Togo school. He 
commands the confidence of the Navy and 
the Army, and at the same time he has 
undertaken to continue the policy of 
Viscount Saito, which appears to have 
the approval of articulate public opinion. 
The maintenance of Mr. Hirota at the 
Foreign Ministry indicates that in foreign, 
as in home, affairs there is likely to be 
continuity of policy. The naval negotia- 
tions connected with next year’s con- 
ference loom large on the Japanese 
horizon, and Admiral Okada showed by 
his conduct on the conclusion of the 
London Naval Conference that he stands 
for a powerful Navy, while being ready 
to give proper consideration to the claims 
and views of other countries.

N the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Maxton (Labour) asked the Dominions 
Secretary whether the Government were 
prepared to consider the ending of the 
dispute between the Irish Free State and 
Great Britain on the basis of a united 
Ireland under one Parliament.

If Mr. Maxton means that this 
Government or any other Government 
would coerce Ulster into an agreement 
against its will, then he does not under- 
stand——

Major Ross (Conservative, Londonderry) 
—Is the Dominions Secretary aware that 
the liberties of the people of Northern 
Ireland cannot form part of any bargain? 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist, Tyrone) 
asked whether the Irish Treaty did not 
provide for the setting-up of one Govern- 
ment for the whole nation? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—The Treaty provided 
for an agreement, if both sides were will- 
ing to come to terms. No one knows 
better than the honourable member that 
recent events in Southern Ireland are not 
calculated—to put it no higher—to inspire 
Northern Ireland with the desire to enter 
into any fusion. (Ministerial cheers.) 

Major Ross—Were we not supposed to 
have bought the friendship of the people 
of the Irish Free State by the Treaty? 

Mr. Cahir Healy—Is not the Dominivuns 
Secretary aware that the Treaty has not 
been carried qut so far? (Cries of ‘‘ By 
the Free State.’’) 

Mr. Maxton—Does not the fact that Mr. 
Thomas holds his present position offer an 
unrivalled opportunity for this country to 
go into this whole Irish problem in a new 
spirit.

Glider 
Takes the Air. 


SUCCESS OF 
BALDONNEL 
EXPERIMENT.

OMETHING new in Free State tlying 

history happened yesterday when the 
first Irish-made glider to “ take the air” 
successfully rose from the ground at Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome, piloted by one of the 
six non-commissioned officers of the Army 
Air Corps who were responsible for its 
construction. 

Mr. Frank Aiken, Minister for Defence, 
and Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, Minister for 
Justice, watched the testing of the new 
machine, as well as Major-General 
Brennan, the Chief of Staff; Major-Gene- 
ral MacNeill, the Assistant-Chief of Staff ; 
Major-General McMahon, Secretary of the 
Department of Defence ; Colonel L. Hayes, 
Adjutant-General, and Major J. Cotter, of 
G.H.Q. They were received at the aero- 
drome by Major J. J. Lister, O.C., Bal- 
donnel. 

Twelve men, pulling on the two ends of 
a rubber rope, launched the glider on its 
flights, with- Company-Sergeant J. R. 
Maher, one of the six constructors of the 
machine, and one of the most skilful 
mechanics in the force, in the cockpit. At 
the first test the glider soared for a dis- 
tance of fifty feet, and, at the second, for 
a hundred feet. A third attempt, at Mr. 
Aiken’s request, resulted in a flight of a 
hundred yards, followed by a perfect land- 
ing in two hops. 


SPARE TIME JOB. 

The results of the experiment went 
bevond all expectations. ‘‘ Astounding,”’ 
was the word used by Company-Sergeant 
Maher, who assured me that exceptional 
achievements will be accomplished with 
the machine, which has been made by 
himself and his five fellow ‘‘ non-coms.”’ 
in their spare time during the last two 
and a half months. The other five are 
Sergeant A. Canavan, Sergeant J. Smith, 
Corporal F. Delaney, Corporal K. Hogan 
and Corporal P. Mullaney. They all 
worked under the supervision-of Mr. 
’Sullivan, the aeronautical engineer at 
the aerodrome, with the aid of drawings 
that had been procured. 

The machine itself is of the Dickson 
type, with a modified German wing; 
weighs 230 lbs., and has a wing-span of 
34ft. 6ins. It is made of spruce and ply- 
wood ; it is equipped with ordinary aero- 
plane controls—latitudinal, longitudinal 


occasion, its first practice, it landed at a 
speed of about twenty-two miles an hour. 

It is hoped te repeat this initial success 
with a second glider, which is now to be 
built at the aerodrome. This will be of 
the more advanced ‘sail plane,” or 
“ soarer,’’ type. which will be able to rise 
to a greater altitude and to remain longer 
in the air. : Fá 

Gliding may look forward to an im- 
portant future as an adjunct to the exist- 
ing means of flying in Ireland. It will 
probably play a big part in the work of 
the Army Air Force, as the glider is an 
excellent means for making pilots who are 
under instruction, used to the air, and also 
provides excellent sport.

REGULATIONS IN 
NEW BILL.

EVERY DETAIL OF 
GROWING AFFECTED. 


BONUS FOR HIGH-CLASS 


TOBACCO. 
, & 
HE bill introduced by Dr. Ryan in the 
Dail for the regulation and control of 
tobacco-growing and manufacture in the 
Free State has now been issued. The bill 
deals also with the sale of such tobacco 
and other matters concerning tobacco, 
whether home-grown or imported. 

A Tobacco Advisory Committee is to be 
set up by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce to advise that Minister. It 
will consist of such representatives of 
manufacturers as the Minister thinks fit. 
The members will be nominated by him, 
and they may be paid such amounts as the 
Minister for Finance may sanction. 

Premises on which tobacco seeds or 
plants are kept, or where tobacco is grown, 
cured or re-handled, may be inspected by 
representatives of the Ministry, and re- 
cords may als@ be inspected. The Com- 
missioners may make regulations for secur- 
ing the Excise duties on tobacco, ete. 
Breach of such regulations renders the 
person liable to fines up to -£50 and 
forfeiture of the article. 


FIXING THE ACREAGE. 


Part 2 of the bill relates to the contro! 
of production in the Free State of tobacco 
for manufacture. The Minister may make 
regulations fixing the maximum number of 
acres which may be planted with tobacco 
each year; the minimum number of acres 
which may be planted by any one person, 
and the minimum by any person other 
than persons growing for experimental 
purposes, 

The Revenue Commissioners may make 
regulations specifying the grounds on 
which growers, curers and re-handlers’ 
licences may be refused. It will not be 
lawful to grow tobacco without licence. 

The Minister may make regulations in 
lation to the following matters affecting 
growers, and the same matters in as fat 
as they affect rehandlers and curers:— 
(a) the maximum and minimum number 
of tobacco plants per acre which may be 
planted; (b) the varieties of tobacco that 
may be grown in any particular year; (¢) 
the equipment to be used ; (d) the method 
and processes of growing tobacco; (e) the 
making of returns; (f) the records to be 
kept ; (g) the dates on which operations 
relating to the growing of tobacco shail 
be concluded. 


RATE OF WAGES. 


The Minister further may make regula- 
tions regarding minimum rates of wages at 
rehandling stations, specifying piece or 
time rates under penalties not exceeding 
£100. Records of wages paid must be 
kept at rehandling stations. 

Under Part 3, which deals with the dis- 
posal of each season’s crop, growers will 
be obliged to make returns giving par- 
ticulars of the area of tobacco planted by 
him, ete 


COSTING FIGURES, 


Part 4 of the bill deals with experi- 
mental lheences, and Part 5 is concerned 
with tobacco seeds and plants, restriction 
on production of seed, or possession of 
seed, and also on the possession of plants. 

Part 6 makes it unlawful to import 
tobacco, whether manufactured or un- 
manufactured, without licence; also to ex- 
port Free State grown tobacco without 
licence. Licence is also required to im- 
port seed or plants. ‘ 

All tobacco will be graded as to quality. 
Manufacturers of tobacco will be obliged 
to use whatever quantity of home-grown 
tobacco it is determined shall be grown in 
the country.

EX-SERVICE MEN’S CLAIM

BELFAST, Thursday. 
Ta Northern Court of Appeal to-day dis- 


missed the claim by Belfast ex-Service 

men that they were entitled to hold rent 
free for life cottages provided by the Imsh 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust. 

Lord Justice Andrews said that the claim 
of the plaintiffs to assign a fiduciary character 
to their possession of their cottages in sub- 
stitution for the relation of landlord and 
tenant, to which they voluntarily assented 
many. years ago, was quite unsustainable. 

. Lord Justice Best concurred in the deci- 
sion. 

A stay of execution was given until the 
first day of the new term.

IN FREE STATE. 


In the course of his judgment, Lord Justice 
Andrews said ;—‘* This is a far-reaching claim, 
which was never advanced seriously, if at all, 
in Northern Ireland until the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the Irish Free State in a 
similar action of Leggett and others against 
the present defendants, which was given on 
July 29th last.’’. 

Referring to the Act of 1919, he said if 
Parliament intended that the houses should 
be given to ex-Nervice men free it could 
scarcely have failed to insert the word “free 
or “ free of rent.” It also seemed to him 
unintelligible why those ex-Service men for 
whom cottages were “ provided ’’ should he 
accemmodated rent free while other ex-Service 
men-—equally deserving members of the same 
class—for whom holdings were “ provided” 
under the earlier sections of the same Act 
should be required to pay purchase annuities. 

“In my opinion,” proceeded the Lord 
Justice. ‘‘there is not the slightest justifica- 
fion for the suggestion that either the whole 
class of ex-Service men in Northex, Ireland, 


or certain then unascertained and Wnselected 
members thereof, had their legal status 
and rights altered in such a drastic 


measure as to constitute them beneficiaries, 
who, when they were selected for the 
cottages, became entitled under a so-called 
statutory trust instrument to claim and hold 
the cottages, rent, tax and rate free for 
their lives against not only the Trust, but 
all other less fortunate members of tho 
general body of ex-Service men.”’ 


DUBLIN DECISIONS, 


His lordship said he had carefully read the 
judgments of Mr, Justice Johnston and 
members of the Free State Supreme Court 
in the case of ag and others against the 
Trust, and he unhestitatingly accepted the 
views expressed in the former, in which the 
powers of the Trust to make lettings were 
upheld.

| N the High Court, Dublin, yester. 

day, three judges—Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr. Justice Meredith and 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne—resumed their 
hearing of an application made on 
behalf of Captain Patrick Hughes, 
proprietor of the Midland Hotel, 
Upper Dominick street, Dublin, for 
an order to make absolute a condi- 
tional order of habeas corpus and 
certiorari. 

The hearing was devoted to argu- 
ments put forward on both sides as 
to the jurisdiction, authority and 
legal existence of the Constitution 
(Special Powers) Tribunal, otherwise 
known as the Military Tribunal. 


Captain Hughes was charged before 
the Constitution (Special Powers) Tri- 
bunal with having attemptel to bribe 
Detective-Offcer Timothy McNamara to 
procure, through a clerk at Police Head- 
quarters, confidential documents regard- 
ing Government policy and _ proposed 
activities against the League of Youth. 
He denied the charge, but was convicted 
by the Tribunal, and sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. The application 
was brought on thirteen grounds. 

Apart from the submission that the 
conviction was against the weight of 
evidence, there were alleged to have been 
irregularities in the procedure, and there 
was a further submission that the Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 17) Act, 1931, 
under which the Tribunal was set up, 
was ultra vire’ unconstitutional, and 
void, and that tne Tribunal consequently 
had no lawful existence. 


Mr..J3. A. Costello, A.C€.: Mr..A. KE. 
Overend, K.C.; Mr. C. Lavery, K.C.; 
and Mr. P. McGilligan (instructed by

AN OBLIGATION, 


Continuing his argument that the con- 
viction of 4 aptain Hughes was void, Mr. 
Costello said that the Tribunal, being an 
‘‘ inferior ’’ tribunal, was under an 
obligation to show jurisdiction on the face 
of its order. That had not been done in 
this case. A subject, even if guilty of 
murder or high treason, could not be de- 
prived of his libert,; except by due process 
of law. That principle had been incor- 
porated and strengthened in the Consti- 
tution of the Saorstat. But, 
Captain Hughes had been deprived of his 
liberty by a method which was not merely 
regardless of the due process of law, but 
of the essentials of justice. 

In basing his contentions on some of 
the authorities to which he had referred, 
Mr. Costello said that they proposed to 
condemn the Tribunal out of tkeir own 
mouths in the document they furnished 
to the newspapers. This Tribunal, when 
doing what the, referred to as promul- 
gating their decision, got a sergeant to 
telephone the result;. they got the 
rovernor of the jail to tell Captain 
dughes; and they gave a statement to 
the Press—all in the absence of (‘aptain 
Hughes, his solicitor, and counsel. 

The two documents forthcoming in this 
case were the statement to the Press and 
the alleged orders that were presumed to 
be the warrant to the jailer. That judg- 
ment was remarkable in form and 
phraseology. They adjudged Captain 
Hughes guilty of the charges proved 
against him. It would look as if that 
was the finding of the Court; but they 
were not content with that, as it was 
further stated that the Tribunal, as part 
of their adjudication in the case, found 
him guilty of another charge, which was 
never preferred against him. The word 
‘‘ find ” was apparently not lightly used. 
They were aware of the significance of the 
word, because they "' find ” him guilty of 
something else which is not charged. 


MAIN WITNESS. 


It was also stated that the Tribunal 
took into account that a man whom they 
found to be a _ perjurer '“ encouraged 
Captain Hughes to pursue his illegal 
activities.’ That was not merely a 
finding that this man was an agent pro- 
vocateur; but they found him guilty of 
being an accomplice—being an actual 
participant in the alleged crime. 
Referring to the evidence given in the 
ease, Mr. Costello said that certain police 
officers were examined on matters which 


were Irrelevant: but the main witness to 


| the letter, which was the basis of the 


case, was Detective-Officer McNamara, 
who was found to be an accomplice and a 
perjurer, and not merely found so by the 
Tribunal, but published in a -letter sent 
to the Press by this Tribunal. No wit- 
ness put forward by the State suggested, 
nor did Counsel for the State suggest, 
that there was any document in the case

THE LETTER. 


Mr. Justice O’Byvrne said 
appeared on the evidence that the case 
made was’ that McNamara saw Hughes 
write the letter in his presence, that 
he thereupon handed it to McNamara, 
who handed it to his Chief Superin- 
tendent.

That was a surprising announce- 
ment, seeing that’ the conditional order was 
applied for on constitutional as well as ov 
other grounds, and that the Supreme Court, 
in considering it, took into account that 
fundamental issues were to be raised. The 
constitutional points went to the very root 
of the jurisdiction of the Tribunal, and, in 
a sense, it was unsatisfactory that they 
were not being argued in this case. It was 
stated that they would arise in the next case 
in the list for that Court. 

But the position now was analogous to

On the following pagers ae wit- 
ness met Knightly and Boyle at Boyle's hall, 
where Knightly gave him 5s. for carrying out 
the burning. Later Knightly gave him £2 
and told him he was to deny the rumour 
that was going around about the, burning. 
On 27th February witness sent a note to 
Boyle asking him and Knightly to come to 
his house. They came, and by arrangement 
a conversation between the three of them 
was overheard by two guards, 

Guards O'Donoghue and O'Doherty gave 
evidence of overhearing the conversation, which 
referred to the burning of the hall. 

In evidence, both defendants denied 
having anything to do with the burning of 
William Boyles Joe Boyle, Frank 
Boyle, Daniel O'Shea and Edward Hickey 
gave evidence in support of an alibi,

not present to justify the bill. | The Vice- 
President (Mr. O'Kelly) had admitted that, 
there was no mandate, and said that Convo- 
cation passed a resolution in favour of. the 
principle of the bill. Convocation, however, 
did not represent the body of the Universi- 
ties as a whole. 

Everyone knew that the people who had 
voted in the Universities could not have 
voted in any other constituency. There was 
no question of a double vote. The most that 
could be said was that there was dispropor- 
tion as to numbers, but that was not sufh- 
cient reason for interference. If the» bill 
passed they would see that House being re- 
duced to a.mere registration machine to give 
passive approval to ill-considered measures of 
the Government. 


DEPUTY’S PROTEST. 
Professor W. THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Uni- 
versity) said that he rose to protest against 


motion ‘that the bill do now 


the bill, He did not propose to recapitulate 


his arguments given during the other stages 
of the bill.. It was quite obvious. that 
argument was wasted, and that it, was-not a 
matter for argument. That was quite obvious 
from the complcte absence of argument for 
the bill, so far as the Vice-President and any 
of his supporters were concerned. He quite 
felc for the Vice-President in that. matt+., 
because he did not think that he had any 
real heart for the bill. He had done the 
best .he could for it, but in his (speaker’s) re- 
collection there never was a bill that wert 
through that House with such slender 
attempts at argument in its favour. 

It was quite true that the bill was intro- 
duced under the plea that democracy required 
as far as possible equal value for all votes, 
but the underlying fallacy in that was ex- 
ploded almost immediately, and it was shown 
that democracy did not require any such 
thing Apart, however, from the democratic 
argument to which a oe O'Sullivan had 
‘ust given expression, there was one simple 
fect which showed how utterly impossible 
anything of that lind was of realisation in a 
country with proportional representation like 
‘heirs end as Deputy O'Sullivan went on to 
ncint ou, more strongly. the other bill which 
had accompanied that in its passage throug): 
the Horse wert definitely and directly on the 
lines of making that discrepancy between the 
values of individual votes more marked than 
it had been beiore. 


VALUELESS VOTES. 

The Vice-President knew perfectly well that 
in almost every constituency. in the State 
there were hundreds, if not thousands. of 
votes which were of no “walue at all, which 
utterly failed. to succeed in getting any repre- 
sentation whatever for the point of view held 
by those minorities in the constituencies. The 
result was that hundreds remained 
without having any sav in the selection of 
representatives for the Parliament. Hé tried 
to compare the ratio of the voters in Univer- 
sity constitvencies required to obtain a repre- 
sentative for a number of other constituencies 
and got out a mathematical relation. 

He was trying to get a ratio between the 
two. It was impossible.to get a ratio between 
nothing and something, and the fact was that, 
there were hundreds, if: not thousands, whose 
votes have no value whatever. This was a 
reasonable attempt to give that minority sme 
representation. which, he held, might corre- 
spond with its weight in numbers and vaiue. 


DISFRANCHISEMENT. 

The Minister had omitted to point out in 
any of the discussions that the question was 
not whether Universities should be  dis- 
franchised or not, but as to whether Univer- 
sities should he entitled to a voice there or 
to a voice in the Oireachtas. He ventured to 
say that since the State was founded there 
was never a question of disfranchising Univer- 
sities altogether. That argument was com- 
pletely vitiated by the fact that the 
Government had just put through a bill which 
was designed to bring to an end the other 
part of the Oireachtas and to leave the Dail 
as the sole constituent of the Oireachtas. 
There was no question then as to- whether 
University representation should lead to this 
position in the Senate or Dail, because 
with the abolition. of the Senate 
they were completely disfranchised in. the 
management ofthe State, Therefore he said 
that attempted argument was completely 
unsound, 

“I regret. to say,’ 
Thrift, ‘‘ that I am forced eventually to the 


view that Fianna Fail are suffering from al 


party outlook merely. They cannot see the 
difference between a party outlook and a 
national outlook.. If Fianna Fail has a 
national outlook, whether they are aware of 
it or not, there is a definite distinction. <A 
party should not be the first thing. Country 
should be the first, and a time will come 
when Fianna Fail also will recognise tlat. 
I regret to say that the Vice-President ad- 
mitted that this was a party measure—that 
it was done for party purposes: It is a 
regrettable thing for the country that the 
question of . University representation has 
been put upon a party platform. Fianna Fail 
have declared that they were going to re- 
move it. The chief Oppoosition Party say 
that they will restore it. Instead of that 
being a question which the country, as a 
whole, could decide, it is going to be decided 
whether one party or the other 3s in control 
at the moment.’’ 


CONDEMNED TO ISOLATION. 


“That,” continued Professor Thrift, “is 
no platform on which to put a big question 
as to whether Universities are to take a 
vital partr in the life. of the country, and 
have some weight in that matter or not. 


‘They do not concern themselves with parties; 


it is for the country they are anxious, the 
country’s vitality and the country’s good, 
and I take it from that, that it is a sad 
pity that the outlook of Fianna Fail is 
limited to such party considerations, and 
that they cannot see—I do not say that they 
will not see—that this is a question which 
involves the whole country, not the twenty- 
six counties, not Fianna Fail, but the whole 
of Ireland. By this measure, and other such 
measures, they are condemning the twenty- 
six counties to isolation from the six counties, 
which it would have been and might have 
been in their power to put an end to when 
they had a bigger outlook and wider vision 
as to what Ireland wanted, and not what 
Fianna Fail wanted.” | 


THE NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 


Mrs. CONCANNON (F.F., National Uni- 
versity) said that the majority of the 
graduates of the National University had 
sent her there to show the world that they 
were behind Mr. Eamonn de Valera in his 
fight for the country’s rights. 

Deputy McGiliigan had accused her of 
having neglected her duties to her consti- 
tuency, but he: ideas in regard to the func- 
tions and duties of University representa- 
tives did not coincide with those of Deputy 
McGilligan. 


THE MAIN ISSUE. 


Professor ALTON (Indpt., Dublin Univ.) 
said that the main issue of the bill was the 
disfranchisement of the Universities. He 
felt that no matter what he said it would be 
useless, for there was no plea and no argu- 
ment that cou'd be brought now that would 
soften th. heart of the soft-spoken Vice- 
President. The deed had been done long 
before the bill had come into force. The 
Vice-President hau himself admitted that he 
had no direct mandate from the country, 
although he tried to indicate that he had an 
indirect one. . University representation was 
to be wiped out in the name of democracy, 
but were the: methods by which the bill was 
produced democratic methods? He was sorry 
that the bill mrst inevitably pass. > 

As a University man, he, like other

It invented a number of statements 
which had no relation to facts; but whieh 
were put forward to give justification for 
this Government measure. e did not think 
that in a short newspaper article he had ever 
seen more closely. packed mis-statements of 
fact than were put forward by that organ.

UNIVERSITY AND POLITICS. 

Dr. Rowlette went on to say that during 
the debate certain advice: had been given to 
Dublin University—that its sole function in 
this country was an educational function, 
and that it had no part whatever as a Uni- 
versity in’ relation to politics. That was 
advice which had been given before, and had 
been refused before. It was” given in that 
House a couple of weeks ago by the Minister 
for Industry and, Commerce. It was given 
140 years, ago by, John Fitzgibbon, Earl of 
Clare, and it was not accepted. Among those 
graduates who did not accept the advice then 
was Wolfie Tone. Fifty years later Thomas 
Davis and John Mitchel did not accept it. 
It had been a tradition of Dublin University 
that it should be interested in politics, as well 
as in other affairs, that concerned the interest 
ofthe State, The adtice- would be neglected 
now as it was 140 years ago, . 

Dublin . University had. not neglected her 
own country, and had nothing to fear from 
the Irish public. ,Dublin University did, 
however, demand that her sons sho be 
free to give their services to their count in 
whatever way they liked, and, in particular, 
giving political service to their country.

The second stage and remaining stages .of 
the University College (Dublin) Bill was then 
passed without discussion, together with the 
necessary money resolution, and the bill was 
certified as a money bill. : 

The MINISTER for FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee) explained that in November, 1931. 
the then Minister for Finance, on behalf of 
the Executive Council, had promised a depu- 
tation from University College to give an 
extra endowment up to £3,000 for salaries 
and extra outlay in the College for the re- 
quirements and extension of the Department 
of Modern Trish. The purpose of this bill 
was to give effect to that undertaking. Con- 
ferences had taken place between the Minister 
for Education and the College authorities, 
and the authorities had casual to bring the 
knowledge of spoken Irish up to a satisfac- 
tory standard, Students desiring to be ad- 
mitted to degrees of Arts, Commerce, Science 
and Agricultural Science would have to pass 
an oral examination in Irish to prove that 
they could speak Irish fluently and c6rrectly. 
The students in Medicine, Engineering, 
Dentistry and Architecture would have to 
prove their ability to discuss simple technical 
problems in Irish. The same conditions 
would apply to law students as to Arts stu- 
dents as they had first to obtain an Arts 
degree, , 

Provision was being made to exempt foreign 
students from these requirements. ,
